A fire tru ck from Marion Town­ 
ship, Franklin Cou nty, was brou ght 
to Circleville for display pu rposes. 
I t attracted considerable attention 
when given a ru n on Cou rt Street 
with lights flashing and the siren 
blowing. A large crowd of city 
residents in addition to the offi­ 
cials of the variou s su bdivisions 
inspected the tru ck at the city 
bu ilding. 
A tru ck sim ilar to the one de­ 
m onstrated 
wou ld 
cost 
$9,034, 
L. A. McClelland, Lau relville, a re­ 
presentative of the Seagraves Cor­ 
poration, Colu mbu s, informed the 
officials. Mr. McClelland told the 
officials the tru ck cou ld be pu r­ 
chased on a plan of the six town­ 
ships su rrou nding Circleville pay­ 
ing $1,200 each and the cou nty 
paying $2,000. The cou nty is in­ 
clu ded in the program as the equ ip­ 
m ent wou ld mean protection 
for 
the Cou nty Home and Children’s 
Home. 
Three Years Provided 
The 
su bdivisions wou ld 
have 
three years in which to pay their 
j 
shares, Mr. McClelland said. 
Circleville is inclu ded in the fire 
tru ck program. The tru ck wou ld 
be kept in the city engine hou se, j 
manned by city firemen and m ain­ 
tained by the city. It wou ld be 
u sed for dangerou s city fires. 
The tru ck carries 300 gallons of 
w ater and 1,200 feet of hose. It 
is equ ipped with fog nozzles which 
make one gallon of water sprayed 
throu gh these nozzles equ ivalent 
to 40 gallons thrown throu gh the 
regu lar nozzles. 
Mr. McClelland • explained that 
a program cou ld be worked ou t 
on the township ru ns for neigh­ 
bors to bring cans of w ater to the 
fire. 
The cou nty and township offi 
cials held a discu ssion of the equ ip­ 
m ent with Mr. McClelland, Fire 
Chief Talmer Wise and George 
E. 
Gerhardt, cou nty prosecu tor, 
while cou ncil was holding a recess 
session. 
Althou gh the m ajority of tru s 
tees of the variou s townships fa 
vor the cooperative fire program, 
they said more time was desired 
for 
consideration of the 
plan. 
They explained that they wanted to 
discu ss the program with residents 
of the townships.

DEMONSTRATION PROVIDED 


More Time To Be Required 
For Various Districts 
To Discuss Plans 


Twenty 
men representing 
the 
county, city, six townships sur­ 
rounding 
Circleville and a 
fire 
fighting equipment firm met at 
the Council Chamber W ednesday 
evening for a general discussion 
of a cooperative program for a fire 
truck. 
A fire truck from Marion Town­ 
ship, Franklin County, was brought 
to Circleville for display purposes. 
It attracted considerable attention 
when given a run on Court Street 
with lights flashing and the siren 
blowing. A large crowd of city 
residents in addition to the offi­ 
cials of the various subdivisions 
inspected the truck a t the city 
building. 
A truck sim ilar to tile one de­ 
monstrated 
would 
cost 
$9,034, 
L. A. McClelland, Laurelville, a re­ 
presentative of the Seagraves Cor­ 
poration, Columbus, informed the 
officials. Mr. McClelland told the 
officials the truck could be pur­ 
chased on a plan of the six town­ 
ships surrounding Circleville pay­ 
ing $1,200 each and the county 
paying $2,000. The county is in­ 
cluded in the program as the equip­ 
ment would mean protection 
for 
the County Home and Children's 
Home. 
Three Years Provided 
The 
subdivisions would 
have 
three years in which to pay their : 
shares, Mr. McClelland said. 
Circleville is included in the fire 
truck program. The truck would 
be kept in the city engine house, 
manned by city firemen and m ain­ 
tained by the city. It would be 
used for dangerous city fires. 
The truck carries 300 gallons of 
water and 1,200 feet of hose. It 
is equipped with fog nozzles which ! 
rqake one gallon of w ater sprayed , 
through these nozzles equivalent 
to 40 gallons thrown through the 
regular nozzles. 
Mr. McClelland t explanted that 
a program could be worked out 
on the township runs for neigh­ 
bors to bring cans of water to the 
fire. 
The county and township offi­ 
cials held a discussion of the equip­ 
ment with Mr. McClelland. Fire 
Chief Talmer Wise and George 
E. 
Gerhardt, county 
prosecutor, 
while council was holding a recess 
session. 
Although the m ajority of tru s­ 
tees of the various townships fa­ 
vor the cooperative fire program, 
they said more time was desired 
for 
consideration of the 
plan. 
They explained that they wanted to 
discuss the program with residents 
of the townships. 
Resolutions Considered 
The trustees were given resolu­ 
tions to consider for their partici­ 
pation in the program. Wednesday 
night was the first time they had 
figures for consideration on equip­ 
ment.

Roosevelt.

agreed

Mr. 
Roosevelt, it is true, never de­ 
fended 
the 
sit-down. 
But 
he 
never attacked it. 
He went fish­ 
ing. 
But the attitude of a t least 
three members of his cabinet on 
the sit-down is too well known. 
One is Madame Perkins who gave 
it encouragement by her opinion 
th at its illegality had not been 
shown. 
Another is Attorney Gen­ 
eral Murphy, governor of Michi­ 
gan where the rights of owners 
of property and orders of courts 
were violated. 
The third is Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Hopkins who 
gave aid and com fort by saying 
that his WPA would feed men on 
strike. 
Til ere was another provision in 
Mr. Roosevelt’s packing bill that 
went in the ash can and is still 
there. 
That was the clever de­ 
vice of displacing, whenever de­ 
sired, the sitting Federal Judge 
in any case in any district and 
sending in a “ringer.” 
The pur­ 
pose of this neat scheme was to 
be able to name a handpicked 
judge when the governm ent was 
afraid the regular judge m ight not 
convict some citizen, as in the re­ 
cent medical case in Washington, 
D. C. 
For the counterpart of this 
species of judicial and executive 
tyranny you have to go back to 
S tar Chamber and Bloody 
Jef 
feries. 
If Mr. Roosevelt had won, 
this would now be “law.” 
But 
he lost. 
The people won. 
It is 
not law. 
Two 
more 
points 
may 
be 
touched on briefly. 
One is that 
no group of decisions by the Su­ 
preme Court is ever likely again 


to be used by a president — and 
least of all, Mr. Roosevelt — as 
an excuse for packing the bench. 
As long as this generation lives, 
at least, the Court has been pro­ 
tected from being forcibly made 
the tool of the Executive, 
That 
victory stands. 
In conclusion, none who fought 
Mr. Roosevelt ever contended th at 
death or resignation did not give 
him the power to name whoever 
he chose, subject to Senate con­ 
firmation. 
That 
a 
conservative 
president often names conserva­ 
tive judges and vice versa, 
is 
something 
no 
citizen 
has 
any 
power to prevent. 
It was not in­ 
volved in the great contest of 
1937. 
And in the ebb and flow of 
the tides of public opinion, which 
put presidents in and out, this is 
probably all to the good as pre­ 
serving a healthy balance on the 
Supreme bench. 
In the natural 
course, and as the Constitution it­ 
self provides, death and resigna­ 
tion has given Mr. Roosevelt this 
opportunity and power. 
If the judge in the court house 
rules for you and against mc, and 
while my motion for new trial 
is pending, the judge dies and the 
government appoints a new judge 
who sustains my motion, th at is 
one of "the breaks of the gam e” 
which is inseparable from human 
m ortality and error. 
Justice has 
not 
been 
purchased, 
nor 
the 
moral code broken. 
But, if, in such a case, because 
I have a political pull, I get the 
governor to name two handpicked 


judges 
to 
reverse 
the 
sitting 
judge, I have ravished the temple 
itself. 
Mr. Roosevelt apparently 
sees no difference in these two 
cases but the American people do.

COLUMBUS. Oct. 5—Comply ing 
With an error of the state supreme 
court, Secretary 
of 
State Earl 
Griffith today sent to county elec­ 
tion boards Democratic-sponsored 
petitions which proposed a refer­ 
endum on the Republican backed 
Civil Service “Ripper Bill.”' 
In a ruling which dealt a stag­ 
gering blow to the administration, 
the high tribunal held that Civil 
Service 
Commissioner 
Herbert 
Mitchell, Belmont County attorney , 
was in office illegally and, in ef­ 
fect, that Griffith, in peremptorily 
rejecting the petitions, acted be­ 
y ond his scope. 
Immediately on notification of 
the court ruling, Griffith sent the 
petitions with their 146,140 signa­ 
tures to the 8 8 counties with in­ 
structions to determine their suf­ 
ficiency and return them by Oct. 9. 
If enough signatures are valid, the 
referendum vote will be held ov 
Nov. 7. 
Supplemental 
petitions 
containing approx imately 
14,000 
signatures were sent 
along too. 
They will be held separate, how­ 
ever, unless needed to make the 
141,28 8 demanded for a referen­ 
dum. 
Ltmbacli Comments 
Commenting 
on 
the. decision, 
State Democratic Chairman Ar­ 
thur L. Limbach said: 
"The court spoke clearly as be­ 
fore. The Secretary of State knew 
about the Brown case and can read, 
I say again, his action in declar­ 
ing the referendum petitions in­ 
sufficient was arbitrary . 
It was 
a high-handed effort to prevent 
the people frô m voting on this im­ 
portant civil service q uestion. His 
conduct in that regard was, and is, 
inex cusable.” 
The Brown case, referred to by 
Limbach, presented a similar q ues­ 
tion and in that instance the high 
court returned a similar verdict. 
The jurors split, 4 to 3, on the ! 
q uestion which was broached in 
the form of a friendly suit filed by 
Attorney General Thomas J. Her­ 
bert to determine the validity of 
Mitchell's appointment. Gov. John 
W. Bricker appointed Mitchell on 
Sept. 18 after Griffith rejected the 
petitions and the new law, provid­ 
ing for a three member commis­ 
sion, apparently took effect. 
Sustaining Mitchell's ouster were 
Judges 
Wey gandt, 
Zimmerman, 
Williams and My ers, 
Dissenting 
were Judges Day , Matthias and 
Hart. 
Judge Williams \ was the 
only Republican 
on the majority 
side. 
Those who dissented are 
Republicans. 
Written By Wey gandt 
Chief Justice Wey gandt 
wrote 
the majority opinion. It held that 
the general code req uired the Sec­ 
retary of State to forward referen­ 
dum petitions to election boards 
when sufficient 
signatures 
had 
been obtained. 
The opinion, however, upheld 
Griffith’s right to remove from the 
petitions 
207 
signatures 
which 
were not verified 
with 
an affi­ 
davit. Griffith threw out the 207 
plus 7.08 2 ethers he thought were 
not duly q ualified. The Democrats 
originally 
filed 346,347 
names. 
Subtracting 207 left the balance 
well above the number req uired by 
law. Deduction of the other 7,08 2 
placed the total under the 341,28 8 
req uirement. 
The dissenting opinion, written 
by Judge Day , read in part: 
"Under provisions of the consti­ 
tution, the Secretary ' of State can­ 
not be regarded as a mere auto­ 
maton and as such req uired to ac­ 
cept and treat as valid every so- 
called referendum 
with q uestion 
and without respect to its obvious 
invalidity .” 
The dissenters claimed that pe­ 
titions, before being transmitted to 
election boards, 
must have cn 
"their face” the req uired number 
of signatures. 
It 
was 
on that 
theory that Griffith 
acted as he 
did. 
Judge Wey gandt and his col­ 
leagues disagreed with the Sec­ 
retary ’s right to determine suf­ 
ficiency on "face value” and re­ 
called previous decisions to sub­ 
stantiate their beliefs. 
Eagerly awaited by the Repub­ 
licans, the decision was the first 
major setback they have suffered 
since Bricker took the oath of of­ 
fice in January . 
Other so-called 
"Ripper Bills’ were steamrollered 
through the legislature and became 
law without q uestion. 
Mitchell’s ouster does not neces­ 
sarily mean that the commission 
wiit continue permanently on a 
two-person basis. If county boards 
determine 
that there are not 
enough valid signatures, no refer­ 
endum will be held and the gov­ 
ernor can reappoint Mitchell. But 
if enough signatures are valid, his 
fate will remain in doubt until af­ 
ter the election.

Ca n’t W e Reconcile Opinions on Teeth?

TWO OPINIONS ha v e been a d­ 
v a nced a s to the rea son for deca y 
of teeth. 
The old one, of course, is well 
known. Our mothers a nd gra nd­ 
mothers ta ught us tha t we should 
brush our teeth twice a da y ; this 
ordina ry form of clea nliness wa s 
supposed to prev ent germs from a t­ 
ta cking the surfa ce of the teeth. 
Of Ta te it ha s been suggested

tha t strong teeth a re ma de from 
within, tha t the food we ea t ha s 
more to do with tooth hea lth tha n 
clea nliness. And it ha s been rec­ 
ommended tha t minera ls, such a s 
ca lcium, a nd v ita mins, such a s 
Vita min C, a re the rea l prev enta - 
tiv es of denta l deca y . 
Why ca n not these two different 
idea s be reconciled? Certa inly the 
hea lth of the teeth 1s importa nt a nd 
no a mount of trouble should be too 
much to a ccomplish tha t end. Why 
not use both interna l a nd ex terna l 
mea ns? Brush y our teeth twice a 
da y , ta ke Vita min C in the form 
of ora nge juice a nd ca lcium in the 
form of milk. 
Most Useful 
The most useful dentifrice is 
proba bly the one tha t is roughest, 
the most a bra siv e. But though the 
a bra siv eness ma y be high, it must 
not be used a t the ex pense of the 
rea l v a lue of the dentifrice. Chem­ 
ica l rea ctions in the dentifrice a re 
importa nt a nd ha v e nothing to do 
with the a ctua l a bra siv eness of the 
compound. Abra siv eness mea ns the 
a bility to wea r a wa y the teeth by 
mecha nica l 
mea ns. 
Pumice a nd 
silica a re not ha rmful to the soft­ 
est pa rt of the tooth. 
^ The best dentifrices a re the sina * 


plest. The ba sis of most of them is 
powdered cha lk. We ca n recom­ 
mend the following: 
Prepa red cha lk........... 2 ounces 
Powdered orris root. .2 ounces 
Pumice stone............... 1 ounce 
The a ctua l technique of brushing 
the teeth is quite a s importa nt a s 
the dentifrice used. 
Like Pa inting a Fence 
When y ou sta rt in the morning 
to brush y our teeth, consider them 
a s 80 ma ny pickets of a white fence 
a nd suppose y ou a re going to pa int 
the fence. Brush y our teeth in the 
sa me orderly ma nner. Sta rt a t the 
ex treme right ha nd comer of the 
upper ja w a nd, with y our tooth 
brush, brush the teeth a s if pa int­ 
ing the fence; go ov er ev ery thing, 
front, ba ck a nd sides. Go slowly 
a round the front of the upper set 
of teeth, then turn a round a nd go 
slowly ba ck behind until y ou return 
to the pla ce where y ou sta rted 
from. 
Then sta rt downsta irs a nd do the 
sa me thing with the lower set, 
front a nd ba ck. 
The motion of the tooth brush 
should be rota ry . Dig bristles in 
a nd keep y our ha nd mov ing so tha t 
the interstices between the teeth 
a re clea ned out. The tooth brush 
should be sma ll so tha t the bristles 
will fit in the mouth a nd ma ke no 
trouble when y ou enga ge a ny ir­ 
regula r tooth. 
The child should 
lea ra to do this a t the v ery ea rliest 
period of his life, a nd y ou ma y be 
a ssured tha t a ny time used in 
tea ching this procedure will net be 
wa sted.

shipping firm event went to the extent of 


at first refusing a shipment for a Brazilian 


company because the goods were on the 


British black list and therefore dangerous. 


It will be recalled that it was the 


British black list which caused so many 


complications with the United States dur­ 


ing the last war. 
Companies suspected 


of trading with the enemy were listed by 


the British, and any goods consigned to 


them were promptly seized on the high 
seas or anywhere else that the British 
Navy could lay hands on them. 
The new British black list was publish­ 
ed last week. 
Shortly thereafter, Moore 
and McCormack, chief steamship operators 
between the United States and the east 
coast of Latin America, refused to accept 
a shipment from the Brazilian firm of 
Wille and Company because it was on 
the British black list. 
The latter company 
is run by a Brazilian of German origin, but 
the goods were consigned to New York, 
not to Germany. 
U. S. Commerce Department officials 
were outraged that an American steam­ 
ship company should bar a Brazilian ship­ 
ment merely because of British frowns. 
W hat pressure they ext ere d is not known, 
but Moore and McCormack later changed 
its mind and accepted the shipment.

C an’t W e Reconcile Opinions on T eeth ? 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


TWO OPINIONS have been ad­ 
vanced as to the reason for decay 
of teeth. 
The old one, of course, is well 
known. Our mothers and grand­ 
mothers taught us that we should 
brush our teeth twice a day; this 
ordinary form of cleanliness was 
supposed to prevent germs from at­ 
tacking the surface of the teeth. 
Of late it has been suggested

that strong teeth are made from 
within, that the food we eat has 
more to do with tooth health than 
cleanliness. And it has been rec­ 
ommended that minerals, such as 
calcium, and vitamins, such as 
Vitamin C, are the real preventa­ 
tives of dental decay. 
Why can not these two different 
ideas be reconciled? Certainly the 
health of the teeth is important and 
no amount of trouble should be too 
much to accomplish that end. Why 
not use both internal and external 
means? Brush your teeth twice a 
day, take Vitamin C in the form 
of orange juice and calcium in the 
form of milk. 
Most Useful 
The most useful dentifrice is 
probably the one that is roughest, 
the most abrasive. But though the 
abrasiveness may be high, it must 
not be used at the expense of the 
real value of the dentifrice. Chem 
ical reactions in the dentifrice are 
important and have nothing to do 
with the actual abrasiveness of the 
compound. Abrasiveness means the 
ability to wear away the teeth by 
mechanical 
means. 
Pumice and 
silica are not harmful to the soft­ 
est part of the tooth. 
The best dentifrices are the sim­ 


plest. The basis of most of them is 
powdered chalk. 
We can recom­ 
mend the following: 
Prepared chalk 
2 ounces 
Powdered orris root.. 2 ounces 
Pumice stone................I ounce 
The actual technique of brushing 
the teeth is quite as important as 
# 
the dentifrice used. 
Like Painting a Fence 
When you start in the morning 
to brush your teeth, consider them 
as so many pickets of a white fence 
and suppose you are going to paint 
the fence. Brush your teeth in the 
same orderly manner. Start at the 
extreme right hand corner of the 
upper jaw and, with your tooth 
brush, brush the teeth as if paint­ 
ing the fence; go over everything, 0 
front, back and sides. Go slowly 
around the front of the upper set 
of teeth, then turn around and go 
slowly back behind until you return 
to the place where you started 
from. 
Then start downstairs and do the 
same thing with the lower set, 
front and back. 
The motion of the tooth brush 
should be rotary. Dig bristles in 
and keep your hand moving so that 
the interstices between the teeth 
are cleaned out. The tooth brush 0 
should be small so that the bristles 
will fit in the mouth and make no 
trouble when you engage any ir­ 
regular tooth. 
The child should 
learn to do this at the very earliest 
period of his life, and you may be 
assured that any time used in 
teaching this procedure will not be 
wasted.
